When  horses  have  to  be  kept 
or  evening  work  alone  they  run  up  a 
good  deal  of  expense  for  feed  and  care 
and  the  Income  from  afternoon  drives 
is  always  like  so  much  pure  profit  In 
our  business.  So  we  don’t  like  the  bi¬ 
cycle  business,  though  we  can’t  help 
it. 

“As  for  these  horseless  carriages,  I 
think  they  are  nothing  but  a  pack  of 
French  nonsense.  I  see  that  petroleum 
is  used  in,  most  of  them,  and  1  guess 
they  must  have  plenty  of  accidents 
with  it.  If  the  thing  was  any  good 
we  would  have  had  it  here  long  ugo. 

“Why,  I  remember  25  years  ago  that 
Mr.  Dudgoon  had  a  steam  carriage  in 
this  city.  He  got  a  permit  from  the 
Dark  Hoard  to  run  his  machine  ovei 
the  roads  in  Central  Park.  Housed  to 
whizz  around,  puffing  and  blov*4*g,  with 
six  «ir  seven  people  on  it.  That  ma¬ 
chine  was  to  be  the  death  of  horses,  but  I 
It  never  amounted  to  anything.  The 
best  days  our  business  ever  saw  fol¬ 
lowed  the  appearance  of  this  steam 
carriage, 

“Suppose  such  machines  should  be 
come  fashionable  here,  how  would  It 
affect  your  business  ?**  asked  the  re¬ 
porter. 

“Well  you  cannot  put  a  four-wheeled 
vehicle  on  your  front  stoop,  and  you 
cannot  leav*  if  on  the  streut  for  less 
than  $10  a  night,  so  you  have  gut  to 
have  a  house  for  it  somewhere.  The 
livery  stable  keepers  have  all  the  best 
sites  In  the  city  for  I  he  storage  of  ve¬ 
hicles  in  their  own  hands,  and  I  see  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  keep  horse¬ 
less  carriages  as  well  as  any  other  kind 
of  vehicle. 

“Then  they  w'oulfl  require  to  bo  clean¬ 
ed.  the  same  as  ot^er  carriages.  After 
a  sudden  showej^'or  on  a  muddy  day 
you  cannot  expect  that  a  man  who  has 
money  enough  to  own  or  hire  such  a 
machine  will  take  off  his  coat  and  do 
a  two  hours’  Job  In  cleaning  it, 

"Hut  as  long  as  we  have  funerals  wo 
shall  always  have  plenty  of  horses. 
There’s  no  dignity  about  a  horseless 
carriage.  Unless  they  go  back  to  walk¬ 
ing  on  foot  at  funerals,  we  shall  never 
give  up  horses  for  that  purpose.  In  ray 
Judgment.’’— New  York  Times.

Intending  Just  now  the  preparation  of 
a  layette,  and  all  the  world  Is  Interest-* 
od  In  the  expected  advent  of  an  heir  to 
the  Russian  throne. 

Elaborate  ceremon.es  always  sur¬ 
round  the  birth  of  a  royal  child  In  Rus¬ 
sia,  perhaps  more  conspicuously  thin 
elsewhere.  The  christening,  according 
to  the  ritual  In  the  Greek  Church, must 
take  place  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
birth.  The  baby's  christening  robes  are 
marvels  of  the  needleworker’s  art.  The 
first  g^father,  who  Is  always  a  high 
and  mighty  person,  gives  the  child  a 
gold  cross  Inlaid  with  Jewels,  arid  the 
godmother  provides  little  white 

shirt  which  Is  used  before  the  ceremony 
is  completed.  The  occasion  requires 
gifts  from  all  perrons  connected  with 
the  court.  There  gl#$s  are  often  the 
toys  most  likely  to  amuse  a  tiny  in- 
fftnt,  although  many  arc  suitable  for  a 
grown  child.  Other  gifts  may  be  foods 
or  Jewels. 

At  the  christening  the  child  Is  car¬ 
ried  In  the  arms  of  the  godmother  to 
the  church  or  chapel.  A  crowd  of  roy¬ 
alty  and  nobility  glittering  In  brilliant 


uic  u itt  in 1 1,  anu  5w  rspraoso  witn  omer 
oil,  so  the.  quantity  never  decreases. 
Wine,  roses,  lavander,  balsams  and 
spices  are  mixed  with  the  oil. 

Forty  days  after  the  birth  of  the 
child,  Its  mother,  the  Empress,  is 
churched,  and  the  Infant  is  receiv'  d 
visibly  Into  Christ’s  church  by  the  giv¬ 
ing  of  Its  first  sacrament.  When  the 
royal  gates  are  opened  during  mass, 
the  deacon  appears  with  the  chalice. 
The  baby  is  carried  to  the  steps,  and 
the  priest,  coming  forward,  puts  n  drop 
of  wine  Into  Its  mouth  with  n  spoon, 
saying:  •'The  servant  of  God  communi¬ 
cates  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  the 
Bon  and  the  Holy  Ghost." 

There  Is  no  such  ceremony  as  confir¬ 
mation  In  the  Russian  church,  but  the 
ehlkU  continues  to  receive  the  sacra¬ 
ment  from  its  baptism,  twice  a  year, 
at  Easter  and  on  Its  saint's  day,  until 
it  is  seven  years  old,  when  It  is  brought 
to  ths  cossflesslon  on  Good  Friday.

The  priests  wear  magnificent 
robes,  with  gold  crosses,  and  8  cred 
banners  are  bourne  before  them.  Two 
deacons  carry  portraits  of  Christ  or 
the  Vftglh  Mary. 

The  godfathers  give  the  priests  nine 
wax  candles,  which  are  lighted  and 
fastened  across  the  font.  The  priest 
Incenses  the  godfathers  and  godmoth¬ 
ers  and  consecrates  the  water  with 
many  ceremonies.  Then  a  procession 
Is  formed  round  the  font  by  those  tak¬ 
ing  part  In  the  ceremony,  each  one 
bearing  n  lighted  wax  taper.  The  namu 
of  the  child  Is  given  In  writing  to  the 
priest,  who  puts  the  paper  on  an  Image 
which  he  holds  on  the  child’s  breast, 
meanwhile  saying  a  prayer.  When  the 
priest  asks  If  the  child  forsakes  the 
devil  and  his  works,  the  godparents 
turn  their  backs  to  the  font  to  show 
their  horror  and  aversion  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  "yes.’’  They  again 
face  the  font,  and  the  priest  takes  tho 
child,  which  Is  quite  naked,  a*nd,  hold¬ 
ing  it  by  the  head,  so  his  thumb  and 
linger  stop  the  ears,  dip  it  three  times 
In  the  water,  pronouncing  the  words  ; 
“  Ibaptlze  thee  in  the  name  of  the 
Father  and  of  the  Son  Q.nd  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.” 

Xhe  chrism,  or  baptismal  unction, 
which  Is  called  the  peal  of  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  Immediately  follows 
baptism.  In  performing  this  ceremony 
the  priest  unnoints  the  child  with  holy 
oil;  on  the  eyes.  In  order  that  It  may 
see  only  good;  on  the  ears,  that  these 
may  admit  only  what  Is  puro;  on  the 
mouth,  that  It  may  speak  as  becomes 
a  Christian;  on  the  hand,  that  It  may 
do  no  wrong,  and  on  the  feet,  that  they 
may  only  tread  In  paths  of  virtue.  At 
the  end  of  this  ceremony,  the  shirt, 
which  the  godmother  has  provided,  1* 
put  on  the  child  by  the  pr|es$,  who  says 
'*Tfiou  are  as  clean  and  as  clear  from 
original  sin  as  this  shirt;  thou  art  bap¬ 
tised;  thou  art  sanctified,  >h«»u  art 
washed  in  the  name  of  the  Trinity.” 
The  cross,  which  ha*  been  given  by  the 
godfather,  the  child  is  under  obliga¬ 
tions  to  wear  all  its  life.  If  this  cross 
be  not  found  upon  the  child  at  death, 
the  priest  says  to  the  godparents,  the 
ehttd  may  not  have  Christian  burial, 
even  though  he  be  the  son  of  a  hundred 
kl^s.  A  particular  saint  is  also  as¬ 
signed  to  the  child,  whose  image  he  Is 
charged  to  eherish  with  special  devo¬ 
tion. 

Holy  oil,  or  chrism,  which  is  used  at 
royal  baptisms,  coronations  and  con- 
•deration*  of  churches,  Is  prepared  with 
elaborate  oeremony.

In  its  diet  the  black  fly  Is  not  fastid- 
loua.  It  lunches  where  It  lands,  with¬ 
out  formality  or  by  your  leave.  \\  hen 
U  departs  the  tortured  flesh  rises  Uy 
bumps  calculated  to  destroy  the  rearoir1 
of  the  most  level-headed  phrenologist. 
The  centre  of  the  swelling  is  marked 
by  a  minute  point,  which,  if  investi¬ 
gated  closely,  proves  to  be  a  chunk  of 
cuticle  cut  bodily  from  the  victim.  Tho 
swelling  lasts  a  day  always.  Some¬ 
times  It  stays  a  week,  and  with  its  de¬ 
parture  goes  the  salvation  6/  the  vic¬ 
tim.

Like 
the  vulture,  It  soars  In  the  crystal  at¬ 
mosphere  looking  for  whom  It  may  de¬ 
vour.  But  unlike  the  carrion  bird,  it 
unfortunately  does  not  wait  fqr  the 
death  of  its  prey.  It  prefers  it  alive. 
A  city  man  once  asked  an  Adirondack 
guide  what  the  people  In  the  woods  had 
to  keep  themselves  occupied  when  there 
were  no  city  folks  about. 

“Oh,  well,"  answered  the  guide, 
“some  of  us  die  sometimes,  and  we  fight 
each  other, and  some  of  us  get  shot, may¬ 
be,  and  then'*— brightening  up— ”we 
has  the  black  flies.

When  indis¬ 
posed  to  lecture  they  simply  posted 
upon  the  blackboard  “Hodle  non  le<- 
ltur,”  and  this  was  tbe  end  of  the  mat¬ 
ter,  In  1777  .Vienna  had  147  medlctl 
teachers,  and  in  Germany  there  wen? 
two  to  every  39  students.  That  In  the 
last  century  one  man  often  accomplish¬ 
ed  more  than  a  great  number  of.  av¬ 
erage  teachers  do  to-day  is  amply  de¬ 
monstrated  by  the  lives  of  Boerhaave, 
Haller  and  others.  Then,  too,  the  Latin 
tongue  was  generally  employed  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  Instruction,  though  'surgeons, 
for  the  most  part  lectured  in  the  ver¬ 
nacular.  Cullen,  In  1770,  was  the  first 
in  Great  Britain  to  deliver  purely  med¬ 
ical  lectures  In  English,  and  ajAJtht 
clergy  gradually  retired  from  the  reoks 
of  the  profession,  Latin  more  and  mors 
fell  Into  disuse.  Strange  to  say,  as  the 
clerical  Influence  wahed  the  Jews  be¬ 
gan  to  enter  medicine,  the  movement 
beginning  about  1791  in  France,  under 
the  promulgation  of  “civil  equality” 
ideas.  Previously  the  Hebrews  had 
been  an  almost  unfversally  suppressed 
people,  and  In  Berlin  were  permitted  to 
enter  and  leave  the  city  by  only  one 
gate  and  were  forbidden  to  learn  or 
write  pjure  German,  In  consequence 
whereof  their  dialect  was  a  Hebraic 
Teutonoc  Jargon  that  even  to-day  pre¬ 
vails  In  some  portions  of  Western  Eu¬ 
rope.  Educated  Jews  were  few  in 
number,  sime  attendance  upon  univer¬ 
sities  wan  ordinarily  denied  them,  al' 
ho.’gh  long  before  they  had  been  ad¬ 
mitted  at  Salamanca,  Toledo,  SaJenum 
nd  Montpellier.  In  Austria  the  pro- 
h. billon  was  not  removed  until  1789,  and 
v  n  ih>n  s>  bitter  was  the  prejudice, 
against  the  Semitic  race  that  the  clergy 
protested  vigorously.  It  was  the  same 
1  r.'cal  tody  that  In  1667  protested  with 
he  greatest  vehemnence  against  ollow- 
ng  Hebrew  physicians  to  pass  through 
the  gates  of  Wurttemberg  without  pay- 
rfC  toll,  declaring  that  It  was  “better  to 
it  with  Christ  than  be  cured  by  Jews 
who  were  aided  by  the  devil.” 

The  physician  of  the  last  centruy  wa, 
t  le..st  on  ore.  sions  of  moment,  very 
different  from  other  men,  and  to  be 
recognised  by  his  dress.  A  cap  was 
placed  upon  his  head  when  he  grad¬ 
uated.  In  recognition  of  the  fact  that 
physicians  at  an  earlier  period  belonged 
to  the  learned  or  clerical  profession, 
nd  In  Tater  life  he  wore  a  purplish  or 
carlet  cloak  to  distinguish  him  from 
awyeis.  whose  professional  Color  was 
yejjpw,  and  from  theologians,  who  then 
as  now  sp  >rted  th*  sombre  black. 

The  regulation  full  dress  costume  of 
the  English  physician  of  the  last  cen¬ 
tury  demanded  u  well  powdered  wig. 
«llk  coat,  kwee  breeches  with  stockings, 
buckled  shoes,  lace  ruffles,  cap  and  gold 
headed  cane,  to  which,  cold  weather, 
was  adJed  a  muff-  to  preserve  his  deli¬ 
cacy  of  touch.  -Medical  Age.

It  has  been  stated  repeatedly  that 
Thomas  A.  Edison  had  invented  un 
ebctrlc  attachment  for  piopel.lng  bl 
cycles.  The  Wizard  denies  It. 

"I  know'  how  the  story  storied  ’*  he 
raid  to  an  Aaso  dated  Press  reporle  ' 
the  other  day.  "I  have  been  expcr.ment 
ing  with  any  attachment  to  a  b  cycle  for 
my  own  personal  use  and  for  ip  cial 
condition*.  My  home  in  Ll-wellyn  Park, 
Orange,  Is  about  one-sixth  of  a  nil  e 
from  my  laboratory  and  so  feet  high*  i 
up  on  the  mountain  side.  So,  In  ordei 
to  save  myself  a  heavy  pull  when  I 
went  home  In  the  middle  of  the  day. 
I  designed  a  heavy  spring.  Just  large 
enough  for  the  purpose,  which  was  to 
be  w’ound  up  by  power  from  the  labor¬ 
atory  engine,  and  attai  lied  to  th.-  b- 
cycle  before  I  started  up  the  hill.  1 
wanted  this  spring  to  supply  most  of 
th*'  energy  for  the  ascent.  Of  course 
there  Is  tiothlng  electrical  about  It  at 
all;  It  Is  a  purely  mechanical  construc¬ 
tion. 

"The  device  Is  to  be  so  arranged  that 
when  riding  down  hill,  or  even  on  a 
level,  the  rider  cun  at  will  throw  the 
spring  Into  gear,  and  by  degrees  wind 
It  up  to  Its  limit.  Then,  when  a  hill  Is 
to  0)c  cllmed,  or  the  rider  wishes  to 
stop  working  for  u  *hort  distance  on 
the  level,  he  can  turn  on  the  power  and 
lot  the  spring  give  back  some  of  the 
energy  stored  up  In  It.

Under  tbs  provisions  of 
the  new  act  the  name  may  be  ohanged  to 
Free  Library.  In  order  to  do  this  the  direo- 
ters  of  the  public  library  shall  hand  over  to 
the  town  oounoil  the  assets,  and.  the  town 
council  shall  pass  a  by-law  levying  a  rate 
on  the  assessment  in  order  to  rale#  the  sum 
of  8200  which  ^amount  is  equal  to  the 
government  grant.  The  opinions  of  those 
present  were  expressed  on  the  advisability 
of  making  the  change.  Tbs  principal 
point  in  discussion  was  whether  the  sum  ot 
8100  per  annum  would  be  sufficient  to  pay 
the  running  expenses  of  free  libraries  to 
keep  a  place  which  the  patronage  would 
demand,  and  also  as  to  whether  the  oounoil 
should  saddle  another  burden  on  the  rate¬ 
payers  by  taxation .  There  was  one  point 
to  be  considered  that  the  expression  of  the 
ratepayers  should  be  secured  before  any 
move  is  taken  and  this  would  cause  expense 
to  the  town.  In  event  of  a  free  library  being 
established  the  board  of  directors  shall  be 
appointed  as  follows.— Three  members  by 
the  town  Council,  three  by  board  of  educ¬ 
ation  with  the  mayor  as  member  ex-offioio. 
Nothing  definite  was  donrat  the  meeting, 
and  the  question  will  doubtless  be  brought 
before  the  town  oounoil.  It  may  be  as  well 
to  state  free  libraries  have  been  instituted 
in  many  towns  and  cities  in  the  province. 
We  would  like  to  hear  from  the  ratepayers 
on  the  question.

In  summer  time  clothes  may  be 
Washed  without  any  firs  by  *  mk  rig 
over  night  In  soft,  soapy  water,  rubbing 
out  In  the  morning,  soaping  the  dirty 
places  and  laying  them  In  the  h  »t  mu*;- 
•blue.  Hy  the  time  the  last  are  spread 
out  to  bleach,  the-  first  may  b>  taken 
up,  and  wm  shod  out  pnd  rime  d.  This, 
j  of  course,  requires  a  dean  lawn. 

Wash  gray  and  brow  n  linens  in  cold 
water,  with  a  little  black  popper  In  It, 
nnd  they  will  not  fade.  For  washing 
other  goods  that  fade,  u*«-  crude  m 
household  ammonlu  Instead  of  soap. 
Boiled  neckties  may  be  made  to  h>ok 
like  new  by  taking  one  half  a  tea- 
Hpoonful  of  ammonia  to  a  teacup  of 
water.  Wash  wall,  and.  If  very  much 
soiled,  put  through  a  second  water, 
wkh  lees  ammonia.  Lay  the  necktie 
on  a  clean,  white  cloth  and  gently  wipe 
with  another  till  dry. 

To  wash  colored  muslin  us*-  warm, 
not  hot,  suds,  made  with  soft  water  and 
beet  white  soap.  Do  not  soek  the  mus¬ 
lin,  and  wash  only  one  thing  at  a  time. 
Change  the  suds  as  soon  as  It  looks 
dingy,  and  put  the  garments  at  once 
Into  fresh  suds.  Rinse  first  In  clear 
water,  and  then  In  water  slightly  blued. 
Squeeze  quite  dry.  but  do  not  wring 
the  goods.  Hang  In  u  shady  place  where 
the  sunshine  wil  noj  strike  It.  as  thut 
fades  all  colors.

suds.  It  removes  dirt  like  s  up,  keeps 
the  color,  and  the  clothes  only  n<  ed 
rinsing 4n  one  water,  and  even  starch¬ 
ing  Is  unnecessary.

Nd 
ironing  is  required.  Bilk  ribbons  may 
be  treated  In  the  same  manner.
